KELLOGG GIVES UP HOLIDAY 


Plans to Stay In Washington. Till 
) Task Is Finished — Denmark 
* Signs Arbitration Treaty.

WASHINGTON, June 15.—The 
Union of South Africa replied’ fav- 
erably today to the invitation. of 
Secretary Kellogg to become a party 
to the proceedings looking to a mul- 
tilatera] treaty outlawing war. 

It contained the express under- 
standing on the part of. General 
Hertzog, Minister of External Af- 
fairs of the South African Govern- 
ment, that the proposed treaty would 
mot impair the right of legitimate 
self-defense or obligation under the 
Covenant of the League of Nations, 
nor be binding upon signatories as 
@gainst any participant that should 
violate it. 

This reply completes the. answers 
from the’ Governments addressed by 
Secretary Kellogg on the subject and 
‘enables him to proceed with plans 
for submitting a definite draft treaty 
to the powers for signature. This 
will be done without ‘delay, possibly 
early next week. 


Will First Consult Envoys. 


It is probable, however, that before 
dispatching the new notes, Mr. Kel- 
logg will discuss them with the Am- 
bassadors and Ministers of the Gov- 
ernments concerned who are now in 
Washington.

OIL MAN ‘EXILE’ IN FRANCE 


Jurorin Stewart Acquittal Says

DENVER, Col., June 15.—A. war- 
rant for the arrest of He-ry M. 
Blackmer, long sought by the Gov-

CURTIS NOMINATION} 


Only. an Hour and Five,Minutes 


Required to Name Kansan 
“for Second Place. 


OPPOSITION IS NEGLIGIBLE 


Tilson and Fuller Withdraw—Scat- 
tering Votes for Dawes, Ekern 
and MacNider.

KANSAS CITY, June 15.—With 
Senator Charles Curtis decided upon 
as’ the running mate for Herbert 
Hoover, the Republican National 
Convention met here for its final 
session at noon today. ‘ 

Local interest in the convention 
had waned since Secretary Hoover 
was nominated last night. There 
were only a few spectators in the 

lleries -when Senator Moses, the 

ermanent Chairman, d to call 
the convention to order at five min- 
utes after noon. The delegates, how- 
ever, stuck to their job and, while 
there were quite a number absent 
when the ‘session began, they came 
in rapidly after it opened. e gal- 
leries filled later, and about two- 
thirds of the seats’ were occupied 
finally. 

Senator. Moses called the conven- 
tion to order at 12:10. Bishop E. L. 
Waldorf of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, Kansas City, offered prayer. 

Chairman Moses opened the ses- 
sion by reading a telegram from Sec- 
retary Hoover in reply to one sent 
by Senator Moses last night inform- 
ing the Secretary of Commerce: of 
his nomination for President. Sena- 
tor Moses before reading the tele- 
gram referred to Mr. Hoover as ‘‘the 
next President.’’ 


Hoover’s Message Mildly Received. 


There was surprisingly little ap- 
plause for Mr. Hoover’s. telegram, 
considering that it was virtually an 
acceptance message from a man just 
made the party nominee for Presi- 
dent. There was some applause at 


e|the nominee’s declaration that he 


would stand on the platform adopted, 
more applause when he asserted that 
the Republican’ Party must find a 
solution of the farm problem, a little 
applause at the Secretary’s assertion 
that he intended to follow the poli- 
cies of Calvin Coolidge, and only a 
slight amount of handclapping when 
Senator Moses read the name of 
Herbert Hoover as the signer of 
the —— 

Senator Moses then read copies of 
congratulatory messages sent by 
President Coolidge to Secretary 
Hoover and by Mrs. Coolidge to Mra. 
Hoover. 

The Chair announced that the next 
order of business was the selection 
os members of the National Commit- 

ee, : 

A contest over the election of a 
committeeman developed in Georgia, 
and one over both the man and wo- 
man members of the committee de- 
veloped in Wisconsin. 

Under the rules, a motion seconded 
by the delegates from two States had 
to be made to permit the contests to 
be decided on the floor of the con- 
vention instead of being referred to 
the National Committee. Such a.mo- 
tion was made in the case of the 
Georgia contest by Roscoe Pickett 
of that State, 

Representative Fort of New Jersey 
moved to lay Mr. Pickett’s motion 
on the table. A viva voca vote was 
taken and Chairman Moses declared 
Mr. Fort’s motion carried. mr. 
Pickett demanded a roll call and ob- 
tained the support of the necessary 
six States to obtain it. 

Mr. Fort’s motion was carried by 
a vote of 761 to 308, with twenty not 
voting, the farm States of the North- 
oe voting generally in the nega- 

ve, 

A similar procedure took place in 
th2 case of the Wisconsin contest. 
Senator Blaine of Wisconsin at- 
tempted to obtain a roll call but 
failed the necessary six States to 
second his motion. Only Minnesota, 
North and South Dakota and Georgia 
seconded Senator Blaine’s demand 
and Representative Fort’s motion to 
lay the Wisconsin contests on the 
table was carried overwhelmingly by 
a viva voca vote. The two contests 
were accordingly referred to the Na- 
tional Committee.

KANSAS CITY WINS 
CONVENTION PRAISE 


Departing Delegates and News- 
paper Men Say City Did 
Itself Proud. 


HOUSING FACILITIES AMPLE 


Through Work of Local Chamber of 
Commerce, Activities Were Cen- 
tred Within Few Blocks.

KANSAS CITY, June 15.—This 
mid-Western metropolis, that prides 
itself upon being the heart of Amer- 
ica, has done itself proud in taking 
eare of the first national convention 
it has entertained since 1900, when 
the Democrats nominatéd William 
Jennings Bryan for President in the 
very same hall, then just out of the 
builders’ hands, which last’ night 
was the scene of Herbert Hoover's 
crowded hour. i 

Delegates, visitors and newspaper 
correspondents who came to Kansas 
City for the Republican Convention 
with misgivings are leaving for 
their homes well pleased with the 
action of William M. Butler, Chair- 
man of the Republican National 
Committee, who was chiefly instru- 
mental in sending the convention to 
this city to break a deadlock oc- 
casioned by the spirited fight made 
by San Francisco and Detroit when 
their bids were under consideration 
by the committee last December. 


First reports after the decision had| put it 


been made then was to the effect 
that hotel and housing facilities in 


Kansas City would prove entirely in- 
adequate to the demand that.a na- 
tional convention makes. Quite the 
contrary was true, however. An in- 
ventory of the ‘housing situation 
actually showed some 5,000 livable 
rooms to spare after the convention 
crowd had been taken care of. 


Housing Arrangements Stood Test. 


This was due very largely to the 
ample preparations that had been 
made in advance by a special com- 
mittee created by the Chamber of 
Commerce, under Conrad: Mann, 
whose civic leadership is recognized 
by this busy and thriving community 
of the West. A Housing Committee, 
operating under his direction, combed 
the city for available rooms for con- 
vention. visitors, and in conferences 
with representatives of the Republi- 
can National Committee mapped out 
a housing and hotel program that 
fully stood the test when the pressure 
for accommodations began. 

Another thing that came within the 
purview of Mr. Mann’s activities was 
the prevention of profiteering or ex- 
ploitation of convention _ visitors. 
This was done in a fashion that, with 
the convention at an end, has. won 
the praise of those who came to at- 
tend the big Republican conclave and 
now have paid their bills and gone 
away..

on her many activities, social, edu- 
cational and philanthropic. One of 
the secrets of her. endurance is 
credited to the comfortable and sub- 
stantial moderate-heeled shoes she 
wears. Even at state receptions and 
afternoon teas the heels: of her shoes 
give ample support, yet they. are not 
ungainly. Her manner of dressing is 
in good taste, excellent style, yet not 
extravagant and usually tailored, 
and she wears almost no jewels. 

Mrs. Hoover;:like her. husband, is 
a native ofgIowa, where she was 
born, at Waterloo, the daughter of 
Jesse Henry; who took his family to 
California when ‘“‘Lou’’—now Mrs. 
Hoover—was a baby. 

Mr. Henry, though 83 years old, 
motored from California to Washing- 
ton with Mrs: Hoover a year or more 
ago, and still makes his home in 
California. 


MARKET IGNORES TICKET. 


Had Been Discounted Long in Ad- 
vance—Prices Drop'in Slow Trading 

The selection of Herbert Hoover. as 
the Republican candidate for Presi- 
dent had no apparent effect on the 
stock markets yesterday, principally 





because .it had been. discounted long’ 


in advance, In the afternoon stocks 
weakened and declines at the close 
ranged from a point or so to as much 
as 12%, with a.considerable amount 
of nervousness and apprehension ap- 
parent, There was no attempt, how- 
ever, to ascribe these unsettled con- 
ditions to the -selection of Mr. 
Hoover. Rather, the belief was wide- 
ly expressed in banking and broker- 
age circles that the market has not 
yet regained its equilibrium from the 
crash at the start of the week. 

Money was easier yesterday, the 
ruling rate being 5% per cent. and 
with an ample supply available. This 
factor. was. overlooked, however, 
when liquidation pressed in. the aft- 
ernoon hours. Trading was on only 
a moderate scale, the total turnover 
falling measurably below the 3,000,- 
000-share mark, 

Stock sales from 1 to 2 P. M. to- 
taled 285,900 shares, the smallest 
amount of business done in ‘one hour 
since March 8, when 236,400 shares 
changed hands between.1 and 2 P. M. 
Prior to yesterday’s lull in trading 
the tone of the market had been 
firm, with many issues advancing 
moderately. Following the hour of 
quiet, prices began to. break,

CAME LATER TO-ADMIRE HIM 


Mellon and Others Join In Predict- 
ing Party Success—Fisher Sees 
New Political Era.Opening.

KANSAS CITY, June 15.—Senator 
Fess of Ohio, temporary Chairman 
of the National Convention, revealed 
today that his first political contact 
with Herbert Hoover was hostile. 
This was in 1918, when Mr. Fess, 
then a Representative, was Chair- 
man of the Congressional Commit- 
tee, and Mr. Hoover seconded Presi- 
dent Wilson’s appeal for the election 
of a Democratic Congress. 

Senator Fess said he opposed the 
selection of Mr, Hoover as a member 
of the Harding Cabinet, but later 
came to have a great admiration for 
him because of his great efficiency 
and his ability to do team-work with 
other Government officials. 

No one was quicker than I to 
recognize at the start the abilities of 
Mr. Hoover,’’ Senator Fess said, 


‘but in 1918 we met in political col- |: 


lision, and it was politically that I 
had to-appraise him. 
As Chairman of the Congressional. 


Committee, my job was to turn a/|* 


Democratic Congress into a Repub- 
lican- Congress. From the most 
careful calculations, I had figured 
that we might get a majority of two 
in the Senate and a majority of 
twenty-five in the House. 


Amazed at Hoover’s Step. 
“That’s how close our chances 
were. We were stunned when Pres- 
ident Wilson made his amazing ap- 


peal to the country for the election ’ 


of a Democratic Congress. We were 
more amazed and incredulous when 
information reached the committee 
headquarters that Herbert Hoover, 
whose popularity was then immensé, 
proposed to put out a statement en- 
dorsing the Presidert’s partisan ap- 
peal. When it came I was bitterly 
resentful. I attacked it in the most 
scathing terms. I was acting and 
speaking politically, as I was bound 
to do..I believe that Hoover, who 
was not, like myself, in a position 
where he was required to speak and 
act politically, acted intrusively and 
without warrant, partisanly. when he 
was not a partisan.”’ 


Senator Fess said his resentment |.

Work’s selection will be 
urged by John T. Adams, former 
Chairman of the National Commit- 
tee; Ralph E. Williams. of Oregon, 
Vice Chairman. of the committee; 
David E. Mulvane of Kansas, one of 
the oldest committee members, and 
Claudius H. Huston, committeeman 
from Tennessee. Mr. Williams will 
head the subcommittee that will see 
Mr. Hoover. 


Will Designate New Chairman. 


This group was empowered today 
by the National Committee to desig- 
nate the Chairman and fill other of- 
fices in the reorganization to be ef- 
fected. It will meet at noon Thurs-

To Mr. Hoover’s credit after he be- 
came a Cabinet officer, Wilhelm- 
strasse places first his attitude 
toward the McNary-Haugen bill and 
second his encouragement of Amer- 
ican loans for German industrial re- 
construction. 

The measure ostensibly designed 
by its authors for the relief of the 
Western farmer was mirrored in 
German eyes as a dangerous menace 
to this country’s agriculture. Its 
effect, Germany felt, would be to 
dump food products on the German 
markets in a quantity ultimately 
ruinous to German agrarian inter- 
ests. The extent to which the bill 
was dreaded here is demonstrated by 
a request recently submitted to 
American representatives in Berlin 
for material with which to initiate 
a nation-wide campaign in the Reich 


stressing the perils seen in the pro- 
posed legislation. 


His Debt Views Stir Doubt. 


Unfavorable from the German 
viewpoint is Mr. Hoover’s antagon- 
ism to cartels or trusts controlled 
or backed by the State. The veto he 
laid on the German Potash ‘Syndi- 
cate’s attempt to float a loan in 
the United States two years ago and 
his general opposition to all attempts 
at monopolizing raw materials have 
not been forgotten. 

Nor does his demand for full re- 
payment of the war debts inspire 
Germany with much confidence in 
his willingness to see her debt to the 
Allied nations reduced to the extent 
she would like. 

On the other hand, the Secretary is 
regarded as a practical economist 
who doubtless is in full accord.with 
Agent General S. Parker Gilbert in 
his suggestions for fixation of the 
Reich’s reparational liabilities and 
would advocate setting the total at a 
figure compatible with Germany’s 
economic well being.

Then I went on to’ Moscow and Sko- 
tutto followed a few weeks later.’’ 


Krylenko Looks Amazed. 


There was an. audible gasp of 
amazement from the audience, and 
even Nikolai Krylenko, the prose- 
cutor, looked surprised. Because New 
Russia is mostly ignorant of Dos- 
toievski fatalism. ; 

‘“‘What!”’ cried -Krylenko. Xou 
knew that there had already been 
arrests, and the danger—you knew 
you were one of the most important 
members of the:organized conspiracy 
—and you came ‘back?”’ 

With an’ airy wave of his hand 
Bratanofski replied: 

*‘Well,, you know I might have 
stayed abroad. I ama ba quali- 
fied’ engineer and speak English, 
French and German as fluently as 
I do Russian. But this is my coun- 

arid so—well, I came back.’’

Communists are 
suspected of the outrage, but it is 


more than likely to have been the 
work of disbanded Northerners as an 
act of vengeance.

Nanking Shifts Peking Office. 

PEKING, June 15 (#).—The Nation- 
alist Ministry of Communications at 
Nanking. has ordered the Peking 
Directorate of Posts to remove to 
Nanking, the Southern capital.

Office in Peking also is being closed 
and that the Salt Administration may

FROM ARKANSAS FLOOD) 


Four Towns Are Menaced by the 
White River and Its 
Tribataries. 


NEWPORT, Ark., June 15 ).— 
With ‘more than half a million acres 
of lowlands along the White River 
and its tributaries already inundated, 
Newport was virtually isolated to-

levees to protect four towns from

‘Heavy rains along the White, 
Cache, Black, St. Francis and Little 
Red rivers had forced the streams to 
flood proportions and already had 
driven more than 500 families from 
their homes. Most of the refugees

The Stephens levee, on the White 
River, ten miles south of here, broke 
early tonight, allowing flood waters 
from the swollen stream to sweep 
over another large area. At least 
200 families, in the path of the water, 
fled to higher ground, On the levee

IMMIGRATION CARDS | 


10 IDENTIFY | ALIENS} 


They R—“ Contain Name. and 
Description of Bearer, To- 
gether With Portrait. 


CONSULS WILL ISSUE THEM 


Are Intended to Protect Immigrants 
as Well-as Facilitate Work 
of Officials Here. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, June 15.—What is 
regarded as an important forward 
step in American immigration mat- 
ters will be made July 1, when anew 
policy of furnishing all immigrants, 
except those who come solely for the 
subject of study, with identification 
cards to be issued by American 
consuls at ports of departure, will 
go into effect. 

The order putting it into effect, as 
prepared by George J. Harris, Acting 
Commissioner of Immigration, has 
been approved by W..W. Husband, 
the Acting Secretary of Labor. 

The identification cards will con- 
tain the name and description of the 
immigrant and will bear his photo- 
graph firmly attached, thus forming 
a convenient and immediate means 
of identifying himself. Similar cards 
have been issued here only to 
Chinese. The extension of the sys- 
tem to immigrants_in general is ex- 
pected not only to protect the immi- 
grant after his arrival, but to facili- 
tate the work of the Immigration 
Bureau. 

“The immigrant identification card 
fills a long felt want,’’ said Mr. Har- 
ris in’ a statement explaining the 
order. ‘‘About fifteen years ago the 
immigration service adopted an en- 
graved certificate for the use of the 
Chinese admitted, particularly those 
of the so-called immigrant class. The 
trafficking in these certificates and 
other abuses which had been pre- 


dicted in some quarters failed to ma- 
terialize. In fact, the system proved 
a thorough success. 

“Later on immigration identifica- 
tion cards were adopted for the use 
of aliens residing in cities and towns 
on either side of our international 
borders and contiguous thereto, with 
a view to facilitating the crossing to 
and fro of such persons in pursuit 
of pleasure and legitimate business. 
This plan likewise proved a success. 

“The next step in the development 
of this system of identification was 
the promulgation on April 10, 1927, 
of an order providing for an appro- 
priate endorsement of the passport 
of aliens admitted to this wane as 
non-immigrants. 

“Under the plan now adopted, if 
the immigrant is admitted the card 
will be completed by the signature 
of the ad-aitting officer and handed 
to the alien, who will be advised to 
present it whenever called upon so to 
do by an immigration officer. It 
will fe x ve exceedingly valuable to 
the alien who later seeks naturaliza- 
tion. And it will greatly simplify 
the work of ‘immigration officers 
charged with the duty of investigat- 
ing and apprehending aliens unlaw- 
fully in the United States liable to 
deportation.”

Lionel Barrymore's unfailing talent 
is the, conspicuous: asset to: a par- 
tially Vitaphoned pictorial version of 
“The Lion and the Mouse,’’ Charles 
Klein’s play of by-gone years, which 
was offered last night by Warner 
Brothers to ah appreciative audience 
in Warners’ Theatré. Mr. Barry- 
more’s knowledge of diction, linked 
with his splendid acting, over- 
whélmed the other players, who were 
evidently handicapped even in their 
gestures and expressions by the fact 
that they were awéfé tHat they had 
also’to be heard: Stich was not the 
case with Mr. Barrymore, for he is 
quité at home, and oné might also 
gather, judging: by the utterances of 
the others in the cast, that he Kad 
himself improved upon his lines. 
Once or twice the mechanics of the 
Vitaphone. failed him, sometimes 
making his voice a little too resonant 
and on othér occasions giving him 
more than a sliggestion of a lisp. 

Mr. Barrymore’s work alone is a 
distinct tributé to the persistence of 
the Warner Brothers in their diligent 
attempts to produce photoplays with 
speech, for it demonstrated that with 
adequate histrionic talent a really 
laudable picture with speech is not 
only possible, but virtually on the 
wing. - In each of the three attempts 
at a speaking picture the Warner 
Brothers have madé strides, but the 
words oxen in last night’s presen- 
tation show that they still need far 
more careful thought given to the 
writing of the lines. 

William Collier Jr., May McAvoy 
and even Aléc Francis appear 
merely to speak their lines so that 
they can be heard. Their utter- 
ances, morever, demonstrate that 
in giving heed to sound the produc- 
ers had forgotten human psychology 
and the consequence is that this trio 
of performers in what they say, via 
the Vitaphone are sadly reminiscent 
of old melodrama . Also in the 
matter of direction, Lloyd Bacon has 
omitted to put sufficient force into 
the acting of these screen players 
during those episodes in which they 
are heard. 

Mr, Barrymore is marvelously nat- 
ural and in speaking he really en- 
hances his characterization. ,But it 
is quite ———— to hear the 
trite and ineffectual words of his 
colleagues, who, aside from the 
verboge and melodramatic phrases 
they utter, look like amateurs com- 
pared ‘to Mr, ore. It is also 
a mistake fo have silent sequences 
and then to hear a character who 
has been silent suddenly boom forth 
2 st This is not so marked 
in ore’s case, for he is 
the master of the situation, and 
there are moments when one is 
hardly conscious of the mechanical 
phase of the production, due to the 
interest in the part created by this 
truly competent player. 

It is quite pbvious from this Vita- 
phoned picture that the ordinary 
screen players, who have been noted 
for their agreeable presence, will 
find it —— to go through a 
course of stage training before they 
can deliver com ——— performances 
in a Vitaphoned feature. 

Mr. Barrymore officiates as John 
Ryder, a powerful and unscrupulous 
financier.

Champion’s Words Recalled. 


NHe said he would only fight once 
this year when he was convinced 
Dempsey was through as a fighter, 
and he has stuck to that. So there 
is every reason to believe he is sin- 
cere in his intention to retire. At 
the same time, however, there’s no 
telling what these fighters will do 
with half million and million dollar 
incomes around for one fight a 
year.’’ 

The report persists that Tunney 
will marry before the end of this 
year or early next year. If and when 
he discards boxing Tunney will leave 
the ring the second wealthiest ever 
known in the sport. He has made 
close to $1,500,000 and when he is 
ready to retire this figure undoubt- 
edly will be boosted beyond the 
$2,000,000 mark. 


Earnings Solidly Invested. 


What Tunney has not paid out in 
taxes of this sum 1s solidly invested 
so that the.champion Is assured an 
income for life which will permit 
him to live in luxury. 

A definite announcement of his re- 
tirement or his decision to stick to 
boxing is anticipated when Tunne 
returns from a tour of Europe whic 
he has scheduled beginning in Sep- 
tember. 

McMahon added that Rickard has. 
insured himself ageinat loss. of . 
Heeney’s services by. signing the — 
New Zealander to an exclusive con- 
tract in the event he wins the heavy- 
weight title.

HE trip to Amsterdam for the Olympic games be- 
ing something of an expensive project, most fol- 
lowers of track and field sports in this vicinity 

will compromise by going up to the Yankee Stadium 
this afternoon to watch the Hastern Olympic trials. 
They won’t see J. Rinkel, the Cambridge sprinter, or 
Peltzer of Germany, Wide of Sweden, Martin of 
France or Nurmi of Finland, but they will see a num- 
ber of athletes who will compete against Rinkel, Pelt- 
zer, Wide, Martin and Nurmi. Considering the differ- 
ence between a five-cent fare and the cost of steam- 
ship tickets to Europe, there is something to be said 
in favor of the trip to the Yankee Stadium. 

There is no guarantee, however, that the athletes 
who win at the Yankee Stadium this afternoon will 
win at Amsterdam later on. There are limits to the 
service that can be given on a five-cent fare. That 
point was brought up in court recently. 

If any one were inclined to write a guarantee of 
that kind, it would probably include Lloyd Hahn in 
the 800-meter event and Johnny Gibson in the 400- 
meter hurdles. That’s about all, and even then the 
guarantee would be regarded rather suspiciously by 
bonding companies and insurance experts. 


Plenty. of Competition. 


The point in favor of Hahn is that he has covered 
& measured half mile just a bit faster than any other 
runner in the world, and he did it in a way that left 
the impression that he could do it again if called 
upon. But there is no assurance that he will win at 
Amsterdam even if he equals his great record, for 
just as Peltzer broke the old record, and Hahn bet- 
tered Peltzer’s time, somebody may drift down the 
stretch at Amsterdam and give the clockers an en- 
tirely new set of figures to study. 

There is always that chance when the best runners 
in the world are gathered for international fray. 
Hahn can run away from any other middle-distance 
runner in this country, but he won’t run away from 
Douglas Lowe, Seraphin Martin, Herr Otto Peltzer 
and one or two other foreign fliers. 

The “Boston Express’? beat Peltzer handily in in- 
door competition here last Winter, but Peltzer was 
under something of a handicap. He had little oppor- 
tunity for serious training; he had never run indoors 
before; and, anyway, with those legs of his he was 
never built to take the sharp turns of an indoor track: 

It’s probable that the 800-meter event at Amsterdam 
will prove to be one of the most exciting races on the 
whole program. 


Over the Jumps. 


Johnny Gibson was sick through most of the Win- 
ter indoor campaign, but if he is going at top speed 
over the sticks in the Olympic arena, he will have a 
great chance of coming down in front. In form, Gib- 
son is the best timbertopper this country can boast 
at the 400-meter distance, 

Hurdles are tricky things, however. A miscalcula- 
tion of an inch in clearance will send a prospective 
winner skidding along the track on his. nose.

NEW HAVEN, Conn., June’ 15.-— 
Yale’s decision to enter its varsity 
crew, champion in the 1924 event in 
Paris, in the Olympic trials in Phila- 
delphia on July 5, 6 and 7 was given 
out officially tonight by Manager 
Horton Spitzer, 1928, of the Yale 
crew. 

Spitzer came from the training 
camp of the oarsmen on the Thames, 
met the Yale University officials, re- 
ceived permission for the trip by the 
Board of Control of the University 
Athletic Association, and tonight 
sent Yale’s entry to the committee 
in charge ofthe trials. 

He said tonight that all the Yale 
oarsmen were eager for the adven- 
ture and that no opposition from any 
source had been shown to their mak- 
ing the trip. Yale has held back ac- 
tion until the preparation for the 
Yale-Harvard regatta on the Thames 
was finished. 

The Faculty and athletic officials 
felt thatthe attention of the crew 
would be distracted if dis¢ussion of 
the possible European trip occurred. 
Today, however, time rowing and 
strenuous preparation for the. Har- 
vard —5 closed and the Faculty 
felt that the announcement could be 
made without rooms me Yale’s 
chances of winning the four-mile 
race with the Crimson.

FAVORED BY FLOOD TIDE 


Tweive Washington Oarsmen, Four 
From the Varsity, Are Taken 
Ill in Camp.

POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., June 13. 
—There has not been a day like this 
along the Hudson River in twenty- 
seven years. In 1901 a Cornell varsity 
crew covered the four miles of the 
Intercollegiate Rowing Association 
course here in 18 minutes 531-5 sec- 


onds. In the years since some mighty 
fine crews have gone down the four 
miles and the record has never been 
touched. This evening, on the top 
of a flood tide that rolled down the 
river ahead of a stiff following 
breeze, California, Columbia, Navy 
and Cornell varsity crews ali broke 
the record in time trials. 2 

‘Tae times of. California and of Cor- 
nell were admitted by their coaches 
and thus become “official’’ times. 
Neither of the Glendons would say 
what time their crews, Navy and Co- 
lumbia, had made. Other observers 
caught the times. included here. In: 
the order of the timss made they 
were as follows: Columbia, 18:35; 
—— 18:37; Navy, 18:50; Cor- 
ne 


Syracuse joined the orgy of. trials—. 


all of which were held within the 
space of about an hour—but stopped 
rowing at the bridge which -opens 
up the last mile. Caught by rough 
water, Penn and Washington were 
the only crews not to go over with 
their varsities, but both sent their 
freshmen over. Penn’s time for this 
race was announced as being “under 
ten minutes.’’ 


Navy Plebes in Trial. 


The Navy plebes also went over 
their two miles, but no time was an- 
nounced for them. Unofficial ob- 
servers caught them at 8 minutes 40 
seconds. Californa’s freshmen did 
ten minutes on one time row which 
they started about five lengths over 
the line, whence they had drifted, 
waiting for the varsity to come down 
and pick them up. 

With the times made it is unneces- 
sary to comment further on the. con- 
ditions that prevailed. They were 
faster than any have been here for a 
good many years. There was a very 
strong following wind as well as the 
high tide, but this high wind kicked 
up some bad water. over the last two 
miles. Columbia, at one spot, looked 
as though it would have to stop 
rowing. California also went kick- 
ing through some waves both before 
and after passing the bridge. 


No. Time From Glendon. 


Following the trial, Glendon of Co- 
lumbia declined to give out the time, 
saying that he did not want com- 
parisons where conditions might vary 
tremendously within an hour. He 
did say that he wouldn’t have been 


“‘surprised if every crew on the river : 


had broken the old record.’’ That 
was as near as he came to admitting 
that his own crew had done it. In 
the Columbia camp itself the time 
was variously reported at anywhere 
from 18:35 to 18:41 or more. 

California held its trial with a man 
at No. 5 who was sitting in for the 
regular there. Rydlander was not 
feeling well and Dally took his place. 
Caldwell, the regular No. 7, who has 
been bothered by his back here and 
who was a doubtful starter in the 
race, went the whole four miles, and 
Coach Kyebright said after the trial 
that he would use him next Tuesday.

COMPLETING THE TICKET. 


Fun will be poked at Senator CuR- 
Tis for so quickly consenting after 
vowing that he would ne’er consent. 
But these little inconsistencies mere- 
ly add to the gayety of politics. And 
Mr. Curtis has at least one illus- 
trious precedent. THEODORE ROOSE- 
VELT in 1900 vowed by all the nine 
gods of war that he would never al- 
low himself to be kicked into the 
Vice Presidency by Boss PLATT, but 
when the time came he meekly 
“bowed to the will of the party.” 
This is all that CHARLES CURTIS has 
done. The finger of fate pointed 
directly at him after Mr. HOOVER 
had been nominated. The bleeding 
hearts of three million Republican 
voters on Western farms had some- 
how to be comforted, and who so well 
fitted for the job as a Senator who 
for years had bled along with them? 
The only question was whether Sen- 
ator CuRTIS could quickly thrust 
into oblivion all that he had said in 
dispraise of Mr. HOOVER and agree 
to do his best to heal the breach in 
the Republican Party caused by the 
refusal to enact the McNary-Haugen 
bill. On that precious measure Sen- 
ator CuRTIS’s position is splendidly 
fitted for his new function as recon- 
ciler of opposites. He voted for the 
bill, yet he also voted to uphold 
Presicent COOLIDGE’s veto of the bill. 
After such a magnificent “ strad- 
dle” he was plainly indicated as the 
man for the campaign of agricul- 
tural straddle which will soon be en- 
tered upon by the Republican Party. 

In its political aspects the nomi- 
nation of Senator CurTis for the 
Vice Presidency must be considered 
a fine piece of strategy. He is de- 
voted to the grass roots of Kansas, 
but the overwhelming demand for 
his acceptance came from the great 
industrial States of the East and, 
indeed, from all parts of the country. 
Mr. CurRTIS is well liked in the Sen- 
ate, even by his political opponents. 
Should he be called to preside in the 
Senate Chamber, he will do it with 
a better knowledge of the rules and 
customs and sensibilities of the Sen- 
ate than most of his predecessors 
have brought to the Chair. But, 
above all, in the campaign he will be 
counted upon to heal party wounds 
which are now gaping and to smooth 
out sectional differences which at 
present seem irreconcilable. If Sec- 
retary Hoover, as the Western legend 
has it, is the worst enemy of the 
farmer, Senator CuRTIS will not den,’ 
that he himself is the farmer’s best 
friend.. Since the nomination for 
the Vice Presidency wis bound to 
x9 to one of the discontented farmer 
States, it is just as well that it 
should have gone to # well quali- 
fied a man as CHARLES CURTIS of 
Kansas. His name is, politically 
speaking, a fit pendant on the ticket 
to that of Secretary HOOVER.

Rights in Land Under Navigable 
Waters,” Mr. EDWARD M. BASSETT 
describes how carelessly the States 
of New York, New Jersey and Con- 
necticut have given away their 
rights to private individuals. Two 
generations ago, for example, the 
public owned the beach at Coney 
Island. 

The authorities sacrificed to pri- 
vate owners many of the rights that 
they: should have preserved for pub- 
lic benefit. As a result, the city has 
lately had to buy back for board- 
walk and beach purposes, at a cost 
of millions of dollars, the identical 
tracts which it had formerly given 
away. The waterfront still under 
control of the city holds many recre- 
ational possibilities. “The public 
“authorities can acquire by pur- 
“chase or condemnation a moderate 
“amount of the upland, and thus 
“create a waterfront park, filling in 
“ shallow places if desired and form- 
“ing islands and channels,” Mr. 
BASSETT suggests. Crooke’s Point 
offers no particular inducements to 
private initiative, but ultimately it 
should offer a fine opportunity for 
public enterprise. 


EMOTION IN CONVENTIONS. 


At Kansas City the sons of ADAM 
ran true to form in suggesting that 
if the proceedings lacked fire and 
“pep” it was the. woman’s fault. 
As women have been coming in by 
the political door the old red fire and 
brass bands have been going out 
through the window. Woman retorts 
by inquiring what there was at Kan- 
sas City to get excited about, with 
candidate and issues determined in 
advance. But that is quibbling. Pre- 
cisely because there was nothing in 
the convention hall to send the mad 
blood racing through the veins, an 
emotional sex like the male should 
have shown what can be achieved in 
the way of autointoxication. Our 
resources are in ourselves. It is no 
credit to a sex if it is swept off its 
feet by battle, suspense and hard- 
won victory. The merit consists in 
whooping it up without the slightest 
visible pretext. Nor does the lack 
of cause imply insincerity in the 
demonstrator. If middle-aged gentle- 
men of evident avoirdupois stand on 
chairs and yawp and snatch the 
standards and form parades, the 
thing is far from mechanical. It 
has become a tribal rite, no less au- 
thentic because determined by the 
calendar. 

There is no denying the fact that 
women have brought a serious note 
into politics. The main reason may 
be that the thing is still a novelty. 
The women delegates at Kansas City 
probably got their thrill from such 
matter-of-fact and hard-boiled busi- 
ness as manipulating:a steam-roller. 
About taking orders from a boss 
there is the sense of consecration to 
duty. years pass it is to be 
expected that the spirit of duty and 
responsibility will weaken and the 
holiday spirit increasingly manifest 
itself; though it may be doubted 
whether women will ever “make 
whoopee” in the conventional sense.

A FAIR EXCHANGE OF ACTORS. 


Many who love the theatre will be 
sorry that the inhospitality of Brit- 
ish and American actors toward 
each other is likely to deprive both 
their countries of some excellent 
players. The difficulty, which 
started some time ago in London, 
shows no signs of smoothing itself 
out, as should happen with a piece of 
rudeness not meant to offend deeply. 
If the refusal to allow an American 
actress to take-a part in a certain 
English play was intended merely 
to apply to that one instance and 
not to Americans in general, if has 
failed lamentably. The actors’ organ- 
ization here, Equity, pounced on the 
incident with reprisals. English ar- 
guments and defense were not lack- 
ing in their turn, and yesterday 
a brief announcement was made by 
Equity that further steps will soon 
be taken in the campaign to regu- 
late the employment of foreign 
actors here. 

There can be little public sym- 
pathy with such a quarrel. It is 
doubtful if even Equity members 
will give its American leaders 
hearty support. A couple of months 
ago a small group of actors signed a 
petition addressed to the editor of 
the organization magazine protest- 
ing against the two British subjects 
holding positions of trust in Equity. 
It was full of patriotic. references 
to “hundred per cent. American- 
ism” and contained several thrusts 
at “ foreigners” and “ aliens,” with- 
out once mentioning the British by 
name. But the meaning was clear, 
since the two Englishmen referred 
to are the only aliens holding any 
of the fifty-five offices governing 
the association. 

This protest, and others similar to 
it, have not been specific in charges 
and demands. The “ foreign” actors 
are invariably English. Apparently 
the objectors do not wish to lay 
themselves open to accusations of 
discriminating against only one 
group of aliens. Yet their careful 
choice of words can hardly save 
them, for they are cordial to French 
and Spanish players here. Some 
have been made honorary members 
of the association and others have 
been welcomed with formal recep- 
tions. It seems clear that in the 
case of the petition there was 
neither personal enmity nor any 
real feeling against aliens, but only 
an objection because the men were 
English. 

if acting is an * which no 
Equity member will deny, it should 
not be dealt with like the plumbing 
business.

RADIO IN POLITICS. 

Eight years ago Station KDKA, in 
Pittsburgh, half hopefully placed a 
phonograph record. in front of a 
microphone and reeled off a. Liszt 
rhapsody on an automatic piano. 
The director (he was also announcer 
and engineer in that archaeological 
time) stepped.up and timidly asked 
how the audience liked the music 
and whether it wanted any more of 
it. Did it like it? In a week elec- 
trical shops in Pittsburgh and its 
suburbs sold out coils, condensers, 
tubes—anything that could be as- 
sembled at home into a_ receiver. 
Broadcasting as we know it was 
born. One station. in 1920, 700 in 
1928! It seems as if it all happened 
only yesterday. 

Some 20,000,000 of us listened to 
the proceedings at Kansas City. Our 
ears at least were in the vast hall. 
We heard the jeers and the cheers. 
Something of the atmosphere of an 
important political event reached us 
electrically. The convention itself 
was apprised of HOOVER’s nomination 
no sooner than were we. 

Forty-two stations were intercon- 
nected by wire while a nation sat in 
its living-room—interconnection that 
cust =o cne but the National Broad- 
casting Company a cent, and that 
represents no mean technical feat. 
And to lay further emphasis on this 
new political influence radio is given 
a plank all to itself in the Republi- 
can platform to protect us, if Mr. 
HOOVER is elected, from annoyances 
of which we never dreamed in 1920. 

Four years ago politicians first 
realized the potentialities of broad- 
casting, and to CALVIN COOLIDGE be- 


longs the credit of being the first 


President to use it in his campaign 
for election. No one knows how 
effective radio then was. And so 
we will watch the Autumn of 1928 
with a new interest. There are 
signs enough that all the candidates 
will place their chief reliance on the 
microphone, particularly Mr. HOOVER, 
who has done more than any man in 
office to foster broadcasting and to 
prevent it from becoming suicidal- 
ly zealous. It will cost money to 
permit a campaign speaker to din 
the good points of a platform and 
the virtues of a Presidential candi- 
date into millions of ears. If the 
statistics of campaign expenditures 
recently collected and published are 
any guide, the Republicans will be 
ethereally even more aggressive than 
they were four years ago. Foresee- 
ing the political possibilities of broad- 
casting, Congress provided in the 
Federal Radio law of 1926 that all 
parties shall have equal rights be- 
fore the microphone. But thé pro- 
vision is so loosely drawn that it can 
be easily evaded. In the end the 
candidate with the most money to 
spend will be heard most frequently 
by way of the broadcasting station. 


MODERNIZING OUR SEWAGE 
SYSTEM. 


The first step has been taken 
toward furnishing New York City 
with a suitable system of sewage 
disposal. ‘The Board of Estimate 
has approved the Berry plan, which 
follows the recommendations of the 
report of Mayor WALKER’s City 
Commission. First is to come the 
erection of a thoroughly modern 
disposal plant on Ward’s Island, 
which will handle the sewage from 
the Bronx and adjacent regions. 
Ultimately, each borough is to have 
its own plant. Thanks to modern 
engineering developments it is possi- 
ble to treat sewage in such a 
manner that: the residue which is 
ultimately dumped into the bay is 
not dangerous to health nor offen- 
sive to the eye or nose. It is 
expected that the movement of the 
harbor waters by tide and river flow 
will, once the new plants are in- 
stalled, be sufficient to carry all the 
refuse out to sea without fouling the 
harbor bottom and polluting all the 
near-by waters. 

New York is today among the 
most backward of modern cities 
from the point of view of sewage 
disposal. The. great capitals of 
Europe would never tolerate the 
methods with which this city has 
been satisfied for so long. Not only 
are they more up to date in munici- 
pal hygiene, but they are sufficiently 
appreciative of the _ recreational 
value of their rivers and harbors 
not to permit the pollution of the 
waters. When the wealth and im- 
portance of New York City is 
considered, its failure to install an 
adequate disposal system is inex- 
cusable. 

Fortunately, under Mayor WALKER 
the city fathers are at last seeing 
the light. Heretofore officials have 
made investigations and considered 
remedies, but have not been able to 
adopt active measures. The recom- 
mendations of the Mayor’s commit- 
tee follow those of experts. In ac- 
cepting them and helping to have 
them acted upon, Controller BERRY 
is performing a much-needed ser- 
vice. Ward's Island is but the first 
of a series of disposal plant sites. 
It is necessary to find others as soon 
as possible, not only so that the 
work may be hastened, but in order 
to enable the city to acquire the sites 
before the price of real estate makes 
it too expensive. 

Already the screening plants at 
Dyckman ‘and at Canal’ Streets in 
Manhattan, and in Brooklyn and ad- 
jacent- regions. are- funetinning “f- 





fectively. But it took many years 
of.-agitation to get them installed 
and put into operation. The cost ‘of 
the new disposal plants is certain to 
be high. But it is an outlay which 
the city cannot evade.

AMUNDSEN AND NOBILE. 


The air people have their feuds, 
but they form a brotherhood and re- 
spond to the S O S call whenever 
a@ member is in peril. When the 
news came that the Italia was down 
on the ice and NOBILE and his men 
might perish, AMUNDSEN was asked 
at.a public dinner whether he would 
go to the rescue. “Instantly,” he 
answered, and offered his services to 
the Government. Everybody remem- 
bered the controversy between the 
two men about the leadership of the 
Norge expedition. In his book, “‘My 
Life as an Explorer,” AMUNDSEN set 
down his side of it, in fairness to 
LINCOLN ELLSWORTH and himself, 
and such was the violence of his in- 
vective that it was plain he and 
NOBILE would not speak if they were 
to meet again. NOBILE’s rejoinder 
was just as hostile. All seemed to 
be uver between these explorers who 
had shared a common danger. In 
a closing chapter of his book 
AMUNDSEN said: : 3 

I consider my career as an ex- 

plorer closed. It has been granted 
to me to achieve what I set out to 
do. That is honor enough for one 
man. Henceforward, I shall always 
take a lively interest in the yet 
unsolved scientific _phenomena of 
the distant Polar regions, but I 
cannot hope to. find a possible field 
of achievement as important as 
that which lies behind me. I shall 
therefore rest content with these 
scientific problems and shall devote 
the most of my time to writing and 
lecturing, and to the pleasure of 
association with my. many friends 
in America and Europe. 

Yet at this very moment ROALD 
AMUNDSEN is preparing to leave his 
comfortable home on the Oslo fjord 
and go to the relief of a man whom 
he had not of late regarded as one of 
those friends. . Yesterday Captain 
AMUNDSEN telegraphed the French 
Minister of Marine to thank him for 
offering a‘ seaplane with Comman- 
der GUILBAND as pilot to carry him 
to Spitsbergen, The explorer an- 
nounced that, if permitted, he would 
take with him Lieutenant DIETRICH- 
SEN, who had flown with ELLSWORTH 
and himself toward the Pole in 1925. 
DIETRICHSEN, he said, knew condi- 
tions in the Arctic too well to be 
left out. This was the old AMUND- 
SEN, the stout-hearted navigator of 
the Northwest Passage, the con- 
queror of the South Pole. If he gets 
up to the ice pack off Northeast 
Land in time to relieve NOBILE, the 
meeting between them would call 
for a writer with the gift of nar- 
rative and a photographer with 
imagination.

Augustine Coleman Smith, retired 
real estate attorney, who lived at 34 
Gramercy Park East, died in Belle- 
vue Hospital yesterday from injuries 
received.on Thursday when he was 
struck by a motor truck and pinned 
against a traffic stanchion at 
Twenty-first Street and Fourth Ave- 
nue.

NAVY SEAPLANE SETS 
NEW ALTITUDE RECORD 


Lieut. Gavin Attains Height of 
12,000 Feet With 2,000-Kilo- 
gram Load at Philadelphia.

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., June 15.— 
Piloted by Lieutenant Arthur Gavin, 
a sister ship of the Navy seaplane 
DN-12 soared to a height of approxi- 
mately 12,000 feet above the Phila- 
delphia Navy Yard late today, and 
established a new American altitude 
record for seaplanes carrying a load 
of 2,000 kilograms (approximately 
4,480 pounds). The PN-12 herself has 
broken several endurance and alti- 
tude marks and Lieutenant Gavin 
alternated at the controls with Lieu- 
tenant Zeus Soucek when a new 
seaplane endurance record was set 
several weeks ago. 

One hour and fifteen minutes after 
taking off Lieutenant Gavin landed 
on the Delaware River and turned 
over the barograph to Commander 
Ralph D. Weyerbacher, of the Naval 
Aircraft Factory, and W. Lawrence 
Saunders, official representative of 
the National Aeronautic Association. 
Commander Weyerbacher announced 
that the exact height attained by the 
plane would not be known until the 
barograph had been checked at the 
Bureau of Standards in Washington. 

The previous American record was 
6,588 feet, established last Aug. 18 
by Lieutenants Connell and Rodd in 
a PN-t plane at San Diego, Cal. 
The world record, 15,368 feet, is held 
by Lieutenant De Vaisseau of France. 

The craft flown by Lieutenant 
Gavin today differs * the PN-12 
in that its motor apm ment consists 
of two Pratt & itney R-1619 
radial air-cooled engines, whereas 
the PN-12 has two Wright Whirl- 
wind motors. 

Lieutenant Gavin, though he had 
a share in the first record-breaking 
flight to the PN-12, was confined to

Services for Dr. Hideyo Noguchi, 
scientist and bacteriologist, who suc- 
cumbed to yellow fever last May 21 
while making; tests with the fever 
germs, were held yesterday morn- 
ing at the Rockefeller Institute for 
Medical Research, at Sixty-sixth 
Street and Avenue A. Dr. Noguchi 
died at Accra, West Africa, and his 
body artived in New York last 
Wednesday on the steamer West 
Kebar.

KELLOGG GETS DATA 


ON COLOMBIAN ISSUE 


Secretary Refuses to Comment 
on Information Received in 
New. York Visit. 


HE DENIES SEEING OIL MAN 


Question of Registering Land Titles, 
Many of Colonial Origin, Is Be- 
fore Colombian Court. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, June 15.—Informa- 
tion bearing upon the land title sit- 
uation in Columbia as. affecting 
American owners, it developed to- 
night, ‘was furnished to Secretary 
Kellogg by a representative of an oil 
firm during the Secretary’s week-end 
visit to New York ‘City. 

The Secretary of State, however, 


*|denied tonight that he had ‘‘con- 


ferred’’ with any one on the situa- 
tion. All that had happened, it was 


explained, was that a person from 
cne of the oil companies brought him 
a telegram that contained some in- 
formation on the subject. 

The identity of the person or the 
company was not revealed, but the 


A.| Message, it was asserted, occasioned 


no comment on the part of the Secre- 
tary. 
Comment Is Withheld. 
Mr. Kellogg went to New York last 
Saturday and delivered an outlawry 
of war address on Monday evening. 


He returned here Tuesday and has 
not been out of the city since. Re- 
ports that he had conferred in New 
York yesterday with oil officials on 
the Colombian situation were flatly 
denied. 

Although definite indications were 
that there had been no change in 
the Colombian foreign ~roperty sit- 
uation, the State Department de- 
clined to discuss it under a policy of 
avoiding comment in the present 
state of affairs. 

The question has caused grave con- 
cern. to American oil companies 
which have large holdings in the 
country and is being watched by 
the State Department closely, but 
at present is before the Colombian 
courts for decision. 


Colonial Titles Affected. 


The issue, which has received wide 
publicity both here and in Colombia, 
was raised when the latter country 


passed laws requiring owners of land 
to submit all their titles, running in 
many cases far back into colonial 
times in the days of Spanish posses- 
sion, to Government administrations 
for examination. 

The laws were confirmed by Presi- 
dential decree and specified that 
titles not submitted to examination 
should be forfeited, as should those 
which were not found to be clear. 

Inasmuch as records extending back 
into Colonial days are difficult to 
obtain or at best hazy, the require- 
ments were looked upon by foreign 
owners as not justified by ordinary 
judicial practices of virtually all 
other Governments and equivalent to 
confiscation. 


State Department Investigates. 


The question was brought at once 
by American oil companies to the 
attention of the State Department, 


which made an investigation and in- 
dicated its concern but refrained 
from discussion except through dip- 
lomatic channels. 

Convinced that the laws were un- 
constitutional, several of the owners 
had suits brought in the Colombian 
courts. These have now reached the 
Colombian Supreme Court and raise 
the issue of constitutionality. Only 
last week the President of colombia 
by decree suspended temporarily the 
earlier decree bringing the laws into 
effect, in order to leave the whole 
question open, pending the decision 
of the Supreme Court. 

Should this declare the laws un- 
constitutional it is assumed the issue 
will be removed. Should the court 
uphold the laws, it is expected that 
the State Department will then step 
in and attempt an adjustment in be- 
half of American land owners by dip- 
lomatic means. 

The situation has aroused a storm 
of. political agitation in Colombia, 
some of the opposition to the Gov- 
ernment having suggested that, 
should the laws stand, Colombia 
would find it difficult to obtain fi- 
nancial credits abroad. 


The Government, however, coun-

‘Buddy’ Home, Adopt His Child, 
Whose Mother Is Dead. 


FATHER ‘MARRIED ABROAD 


Man in Hospital, Says She: Wed 
Him Before War. 


When 300 members of the’ Twenty- 
eighth (Keystone) Division, Penn- 
sylvania National Guard’ unit, -ar- 
rived yesterday on the George Wash- 
ington’ at Hoboken, they brought 
with them one of their former bud- 
dies, Captain James M. Eaton, for- 
merly of 92 Asbury Street, Roctisste 
N. Y., whom‘they found in France 
dying. They brought him home so

Pleaded with Ship’s Doctor. 


Captain Eaton was. taken aboard 
the George Washington at Cherbourg 
only after the: men of the division 
had pleaded with the ship’s ‘surgeon 
to allow him to make the trip.

Eaton had received: a radiogram the 
previous day saying her husband was 
critically ill in this city. 

This was the first news received 
about him since he went away’ with 


the Twenty-eighth Division more than 


ten years ago. The sister said: that 
Mrs. Eaton had not been divorced 
and that the couple had no children. 
Mrs. Eaton left for New York imme- 
diately on receipt of the message, her 
Sister said. 


Chaplain Tells Story. 


Dr. Frederic Poole of Philadelphia, 
war chaplain in the Eightieth Divi- 
sion, who acted as the chaplain of 
the Twenty-eighth Division during 
their trip, told the story of how Cap- 
tain Eaton was brought back. 

‘While we were embarking at 
Cherbourg,’” he said, “a tender 
brought to the ship’s gangway a man 
in a wheel chair. He seemed serious- 


ly ill. Although tall he could hardl 
have weighed sixty pounds.. Wi 
him was:a little girl 7 years cld. She 
was very pretty, with dark bobbed 
hair. “He ssid that she was. his 
daughter, and that they both wanted 
to go to America. 

“In view of his illness he was 
brought to Dr. ‘Galbraith, the ship’s 
surgeon. Both the: doctor and Cap- 
tain Randall, realizing that the man 
was in the last stages of tuberculosis 
and fearing that he. would not live 
through the voyage, urged him to re- 
main in. France. 

At this he became very excited. 

“‘T am going to die anyway’, he 
cried, ‘I am an old soldier. I want 
to die in America.’ 

‘‘Naturally he was. taken aboard. 

He was brought to the ship’s’ hos- 
pital, where General Martin and oth- 
er officers of the Twenty-eighth: Di- 
vision were brought to see him.. He 
told them that he was Captain James 
Eaton and had served in the United 
States — for nineteen years. He 
took part in the Spanish-American 
War, he said, the Philippine cam- 
paigns, the Boxer uprising ‘and 
served-on the Mexican border and in 
the World War. 

‘‘After the World War he remained 
in France, marrying a French girl, 
he told us, and his daughter Rachel 
was born. Then his wife died and he 
contracted tuberculosis. -When~ he 
realized that he was dying he sold 
his war risk insurance for $155, 
added this.to his small savings and 
booked passage for America to die 
on his native soil.’’

JURY DEADLOCKED 
IN SHARLAND TRIAL 


Discharged After Te After Ten aie a 
Half Hours With Court’s Thanks 
—8 to 4 for Acquittal. 


RETURNED ONCE TO SEE GUN 


Blind Policeman, Accused of Slay- 
ing Mrs. Quinlan, Collapses 
Walting to Know Fate. 


After being out for ten and a half 

hours the jury in the Court of Gen- 
eral Sessions which considered the 
case of Edward E. Sharland, blind, 
suspended patrolman charged with 
the murder of Mrs. Christina Quin- 
lan, annouriced itself as hopelessly 
deadlocked at 10:30 last evening and 
was discharged by Judge George L. 
Donnellan with the thanks of the 
Court, 
The case went to the jury at a few 
minutes after noon. The jury returned 
at 3 o’clock to request permission to 
inspect the pistols and. cartridges 
with which the crime had been com- 
mitted. This was granted. The jurors 
also heard a re-reading of the testi- 
mony of Mrs. Mildred.Grover who 
said she saw Sharland’ shoot Mrs. 
Quinlan. 

At 9:45 last night, following de- 
liberations after the supper period, 
the jury sent-out a note to'the Judge 
declaring that it was hopelessly 
deadlocked. The jurors were called 
into the court: room, where the fore- 
man, Robert V. Nixon of 618 Aca- 
demy Street, said six. ballots had 
been ‘taken and no decision. reached. 

Judge Donnellan told the jurors he 
did not wish to force a verdict, but 


asked them to deliberate a little 
longer and see whether they could 
not agree. As the jury returned to 
its room’ SHarland fainted. It re- 
quired sévera] minutes’ ‘attention ‘on 
ae of attendants’ and Police 
Chaplai n Joseph A. McCaffrey to re- 
vive him. 

After the jury had been dismissed, 
it was learned that they ‘had stood 
eight to four for acquittal. Many of 
the jurors took that attitude, it was 
said, because of the condition of the 
defendant. Sharland,; when the final 
announcement of the deadlock was 
made, sat silent, his hands toying 
with a rosary. 

In his charge Judge Donnellan 
told the guy. it might find Sharland 
guilty o urder in the first or 
second degree or of manslaughter in 
the first degree. He went on to say: 
“If you think that ‘he was in- 
sane at the time of the killing, you 
would have to acquit him on the 

grounds of insanity. If you. think 
that he did not kill her, then acquit 


Sharland, who is 50.years old and 
had been a patrolman for twenty- 
five years, was accused. of shooting 
Mrs. Quinlan in her apartment 
51 Bennett Street on the night of 
July 26 last year because she spurned 
his love. Des ite the testimony of 
two women witnesses that they saw 
him .fire the shots, he. professed his 
innocence. Taking the stand on 
Thursday, he swore he-had intended 
to marry her and that in an ate 
ment over money.some one, he did 
not know. who,.fired the shots. . A. 
bullet sed through his temple and 
blinded him.

MAY ASK-STATE CHECK. 
ON CEMETERY BOARDS 


Depaty Attorney General Waits 
Outcome of Inqairy Before 
Urging Supervision. 


Public inspection of cemeteries and 
cemetery boards under State super- 
vision may be one outcome of the 
investigation being conducted by At- 
torney General Ottinger, it was an- 
nounced. yesterday by Deputy Attor- 
hey General Robert S. Conklin at the 
<onclusion of yesterday’s hearing at 
49 Chambers Street. 

“ Mr. Conklin informed the lawyers 
and cemetery officials at the hearing 
that he soon will decide whether 
there ought to be State supervision 
of cemeteries and cemetery boards 
in order, to ascertain whether the 
boards were doing their full duty. 

~ “Tt might be a good thing,’’ de- 
clared Mr. Conklin, ‘‘to suggest to 
the Legisicture that there is suf- 
ficient interest in tb> cemeteries to 
have a regular inspection made of 
them to see that they are properly 
managed and cared for; that the 
cemetery law is complied with and 
that the cemeteries are not per- 
mited to become eye sores, I will con- 
sider the testimony given at these 
hearings with that idea in mind.” 

Mr. Conklin also expressed his in- 
tention of sending out early next 
week a questionnaire to all cemetery 
boards in the State in order to 
obtain complete information on 
cemetery charges and upkeep, to- 
gether with data showing the num- 
ber of plots sold and the number un- 
sold. 

In the main the testimony yester- 
day was devoted to rebuttal by rep- 
resentatives of the Baron Hirsch 
Cemetery, Port Richmond, 8. I., of 
testimony given last weeik by wit- 
nésses for the Hebrew Religious 
Protective Association of Greater 
New York, which preferred charges 
against the management of several 
cemeteries in this city. 

Philip Gresser, guperiitendent of 
the Baron Hirsch Cemetery, told Mr. 
Conklin that it cost from $2.10 to 
$6.38 a year to cut the grass in 
various cemetery plots and that Jew- 
ish burial societies were assessed 
Only $2 a plot for this service. In- 
dividual plot owners paid $5 for the 
same service. 

The meeting was adjourned subject 
to call by Mr. Conklin. He indicated 
that the affairs of Washington 
cemetery will next occupy his atten-

Home Secretary’s Committee Pre- 
paring Version for Submission to 
Bishops for Approval.

LONDON, June 15.—The_ early 
resignation of the Archbishop of 
Canterbury was predicted today by 
the aged Primate’s friends as one 
of the immediate sequels to the 
House of Commons’s rejection of the 
measure for revision of the prayer 
book.

THREE STATES TO BORROW 


New Jersey, Mississippi and Michi- 
gan in Market—Price Trend 
Still Downward.

Regional Plan Report Warns of 
‘Indiscriminate Grants to 
: Private Owners.

SEES VAST LOSSES ALREADY 


Discusses Problem of Getting Back 
Tracts for Public Recreational 
Purposes. 


Indiscriminate grants of foreshore 
rights by New York, New Jersey 
and Connecticut have turned over to 
private ownership public recreational 
resources of inestimable value, ac- 
cording to Edward M. Bassett, head 
of the Legal Division of the Regional 
Pian of New York and Its Environs. 

Warning. that vast resources for 
the health and recreation of future 
generations still remain public prop- 
erty and must not be “‘squandered’’ 
is sounded by Mr. Bassett in his in- 
troduction to a forthcoming report |, 
by Frank B. Williams on Foreshore 
and Rights in Land Under Navigable 
Waters, which is being prepared for 
the Regional Plan. 

Part of the work of the Regional 
Plan is the designation of suitable 
waterfront strips along the ocean, 
Long Island Sound, the Hudson 
River, Newark Bay, and the Kills for 
protection against any more private 
grants. The Legal Division of the 
Regional Plan has accordingly been 
examining the problems of the extent 
of public and private rights under 
existing grants and the location of 
—— foreshore and land under 


In the past the States have granted 
freely to invididuals and corporations 
rights of land under water—that is, 
the strip between high and low-tide 
—which municipalities subsequently | h 
had to buy back at a cost of millions 
of dollars, the report will show. It 
will discuss how the States might re- 
cover highly valuable rights for pub- 
lic recreational purposes. 

Discussing this problem, Mr. Bas- 
sett writes: 

“The public authorities can acquire 
by purchase or condemnation a mo- 
derate’ amount of the upland and 
thus create a waterfront *5* filling 
in shallow places, if desired, and 
forming islands and channels. Per- 
haps only one-tenth of the entire 
area would be upland which would 
need to be bought, the other nine- 
tenths already belonging to the State 
or municipality. The public authori- 
ties can utilize the foreshore for 
shore roads, shore paths or board- 
walks if these do not cut off the ac- 
cess of the upland owners to the 
water, and no compensation need be 
made to any private owner in cases 
where the foreshore is not privately 

owned. In most cases the uplan 
owners would not object to having a 
public way improved along the water 
edge abutting their private property 
because this would render their land 
more available for cottages, pavilions, 
sbops or booths.”’ 


BRONX BOY KILLED

AT SUMMER CAMP 


After Being Greeted by Crowds 
and: Official Weicomers. 


FISH JUMPS AS HE ARRIVES 


President, in Holiday Mood, Begins 
Fishing a Few Hours Later 
in Brule River. 


From a Staff Correspondént of The New 
York Times. 


SUPERIOR, Wis., June 15.—Far 
away from scenes of political activ- 
ity and with the positive knowledge 
that he will leave the White House 
in March, President Coolidge is with 
Mrs. Coolidge tonight at the ro- 
mantic Pierce Lodge on the Brule 
River,. where they will spend their 
Summer vacation. Judging from the 
appearance of the camp when the 
Coolidges arrived today, it combines 


in rare fashion the elements of 
beauty, repose, seclusion and com- 


tes of the 
sland estate, 
sition to rid 


ort. 

Locked behind the 
rightly named Cedar 
Mr. Coolidge is in 
himself of many of e small and 
large complexities of politics and to 
settle down to rest. His staff hoped 
that he was in this mental attitude 
when he reached the camp today, 
but that he was still, in touch with 
the world of politics was shown 
when he sent his congratulatory tele- 
gram to Herbert Hoover. 

The President got what seemed to 

be a warm-hearted reception here in 
Wisconsin, where Republicanism is 
badly split in two factions. Nat- 
urally .those arranging the welcome 
were generally conservative Republi- 
cans like Mr. Coolidge, and there- 
fore it was difficult to judge just 
how far his popularity extended in 
this State. 
But there appeared no question that 
a genuine cordiality was strongly in- 
termixed with, and perhaps ra- 
mount to, the honor of entertaining 
the President as a visitor, and the 
interest and curiosity which always 
blaze about the head of the nation. 


Coolidge Relaxes at Once. 


Mr. Coolidge reacted at once to the 
greeting, relaxing his usual stern 


pose as soon as he reached the Supe- 
rior station this morning. Standing 
in dazzling sunshine on the rear plat- 
form of the special train, he smiled 
and waved his straw hat in happy 
fashion as the crowds cheered him 
and the ubiquitous photographers 
mads —— after picture. The 
same affability was apparent at the 
Pierce Lodge when Mr. Coolidge ban- 
tered with the camera men. 

Mrs. Coolidge was in fine spirits. 
Although she looked somewhat 
drawn and tired after her illness and 
the long journey, her composure and 
poise were excellent. She met visit- 
ors with her usual winning smile and 
several times broke into laughter. 
Colonel James F. Coupal, the White 
House physician, expects the clear 
air an peaceful surroundings of 
Cedar Island to do her a-world of 
good. 

When the train glided into the Su- 
perior station early today, Mrs. Ir- 
vine L. Lenroot, wife of the former 
Senator, went on board the private 
car with a large bunch of American 
Beauty roses, and was met by Mrs. 
Coolidge. The stock of Mr. Lenroot 
seems high here just now, as he is 
credited with being the man who 
brought the President to Wisconsin. 
He will be here tomorrow. 


Duluth Joins in Welcome. 


Always well dressed, Mrs. Coolidge 


wore, in the words of a local woman 
writer, ‘‘a rose-tan tweed tailored 
suit” and ‘‘a small, close-fitting, 
satin hat, a shade lighter than her 
dress, the crown covered with three- 
inch petals of pale rose-beige taf- 
feta.’”” Three rings on her ungloved 
hands,.a slender gold band bracelet, 
black earrings, and a single string of 
pearls falling below the neck-line of 
her dress, were her jewelry.

ENRIGHT PENSION 
BARRED BY COURT 


Appellate Division Finds He Is 
Ineligible Under Special Act 
or as Retired Inspector. 


DIVIDED ON ONE RULING 


Opinion Condemns Juggling of the 
Law—The Case Will Be 
Taken: Higher. 


Former Police Commissioner Rich- 
ard E. Enright is entitled to no pen- 
sion from the Police Department 
under-a decision of the Appellate 
Division yesterday in which three 
Justices ruled that he could have 
neither the $5,000 allowance provided 
in a special act of the Legislature 
nor $3,750 as half the salary of a 
retired chief inspector under the 
terms of the Pension law. Two judges 
voted to give him the latter sum. 
The case will now go to the Court 


of Appeals. 

The right of the former Commis- 
sioner to any pension was contested 
in the suit of William J. Schieffelin, 
head of the Citizens Union, nst 
the Police Commissioner as Treas- 
urer of the Police Pension Fund to 
restrain the payment of any money 
to Enright. The Court first ruled 
that the special act’ of the Legisla- 
ture was void, and then held that 
because the former Commissioner 
had resigned from the force to ac- 
cept the Commissionership ‘the could 
no longer claim membership in the 
department.’’ The opinion said: 

“The plight of the appellant (En- 
right) is the result of an attempt to 
juggle the Pension law, and he has 
himself to blame for his present posi- 
tion. There have been too many such 
attempts in recent years. This effort 
to retire from the police force and 
at the same time retain the benefits 
flowing from membership therein 
should not receive’ judicial’ support. 
Such attempted legislation does not 
tend to encourage efficient work on 
the part of the members of the Police 
Department,: to say nothing of the 
bad effects of the pension system, 
to which the:city is compelled to con- 
tribute about $3,000,000 a year.’’ 

Justice Martin wrote the prevailing 
opinion, in which Presiding Justice 
Dowling and Justice Merrell con- 
curred. ‘The minority’ opinion of

concurring, held that unde~ a “‘lib- 
eral construction’’ of the City Char- 
ter, and “giving heed to its just in- 
tent,”? Enright should have the pen- 
sion of a retired Chief Inspector. Jus- 
tice McAvoy said that the charter 
“indicates that for the purpose of 
pension retirement a Commissioner 
or Deputy Commissioner is a member 
of the force and is intended to be 
included in that general category for 
pension purposes.”’

Visited Europe to Obtain Paintings 
for Carnegie Exhibition. 


Homer Saint-Gaudens, Director of 
Fine Arts of the Carnegie Institute,
